DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being unpatentable by 
Urakabe et al (US 6,476,568). 

Regarding claim 1 , Urakabe discloses a discharge lamp lighting device 
comprising a DC/DC converter (2) for boosting electric power given from DC source (1); 
an inverter (5') for Inverting polarity to generate an Ac wave; and an igniter (8) for 
supplying a high voltage to a discharge lamp (12) at the time of switching on said 
discharge lamp, wherein said discharge lamp is supplied with electric power of a 
negative voltage boosted by said DC/DC converter and electric power of a positive 
voltage given from said DC Source. See figures 116, col.5, lines 4-67 to col.col.26, 
lines 1-52. 

Regarding claim 2, Urakabe discloses a discharge lamp comprising a voltage 
drop circuit ((6) through which electric power of a positive voltage is given from said DC 
source (1 ). See figure 1 . 

Regarding claim 3. Urakabe discloses said voltage drop circuit (6) includes an 
inverter (5'). See figure 1 .
